A breach of promise suit for $25,000 
yesterday disclosed the identity of the 
prominent athlete and baseball star 
over whom Mrs. Callie Scott Appel- 
baum, who was tried on the charge of 
murdering her husband and acquitted 
some years ago, attempted suicide re- 
cently. 

Hie is Otto Jordan, former manager 
of the Atlanta baseball club, popular 
second baseman, and now’ connected 
With an Atlanta automobile plant. 

The suit filed by J. H. Leavitt charges 
that on numerous and divers occasions 
Since the month of May, 1916, when 
they met, Jordan made love and pro- 
posed marriage to Mrs. Applebaum, 
Stating as the suit avers, that “in her 
he found his affinity, and that he could 
not live without her.’ 

Will Secure Papers Today: 

Up to date Jordan has not been ap- 
praised of the suit. It was filed at 
such a late hour that the sheriff’s of- 
fice was closed. It will be served on 
him at his place of business this 
morning. 

The action followed the suicide at- 
tempt made by Mrs. Appelbaum Sat- 
urday two weeks ago, when she says 
she took a dose of bi-chloride of mer- 
cury because the baseball favorite had 
abandoned her. 

Having taken the poison in glycer- 
ine, physicians say the latter acted as 
an antidote, and although she suffer- 
ed intensely for days, she recovered 
early last week. 

Believing she was on her deathbed, 
several days after she had taken the 
poison she sugimoned a reporter from 
The Constitution recently and related to 
him the cause of the suicide effort,

Night Ploughers 
Will Break Soil 
Of British Isles 


2,000 American Tractors, 
Equipped With Head- 
lights, to Be Used—Self- 
Support Is the Object. 


London, February 27.—“‘We want 
2,000 American tractor ploughs for the 
use of a civilian army of night plough- 
ers which we are about to enlist 
throughout the British Isles,’ said Sir 
Arthur Lee, director general of food 
production, to the Associated Press 
today. This new department, which is 
the outgrowth of Germany’s subma- 
rine campaign, aims at the enlistment 
of several hundred thousand civilians 
to cultivate every available bit of soiL 

“We hope to make _ the tractor 
Ploughs fill the gaps caused by the 
shortage in labor,’ continued Sir Ar- 
thur. “For this reason we are going 
to import 2,000, or as many as we 
can, from America. We are going to 
equip them with headlights for night 
ploughing. 

“Behind every plough will be a skill- 
ed farmer. They will be assisted by 
prisoners, conscientious objectors, mem- 
bers of the home defense forces and 
women. In this way we hope to pro- 
duce enough food to make u's inde- 
pendent of outside help as long as the 
war lasts. For this we thank the 
German submarines. They already 
have given England an agricultural 


policy which is destined to make us 
to a large extent self-supporting. The 
submarines also have revived rural life, 
given the farmers a minimum wage 
and generally made our national de- 
fen'se more effective than a thousand 
speeches in parliament.”

GET AUTO LICENSE 
OR FAGE Tht JUDGE 


‘With 35,000 Cars Still With- 
out Tags, Sheriffs of All 
Georgia Counties Promise 
to Enforce Law Strictly. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook has re- 
ceived letters and telegrams from 
‘sheriffs in practically every section 
of the state telling him that it is their 
purpose this year to uphold the auto- 
/mobile license tag law to the letter, 
and that they will permit no motor 
vehicle to be operated upon the public 
highways after the last day of Febru- 
ary unless it has a 1917 license.

Probers Find that Essary and 
Price Gave Advance News 
to the Brokers. 


Washington, February 27.—A unani- 
mous report saying that no one, save 
two Washington newspapermen, J. 
Fred Essary and W. W. Price, were 
responsible for whatever “leak” there 
was on President Wilson’s peace note, 
was presented to the house tonight by 
Chairman Henry, of the rules commit- 
tee. All persons connected with the 


government, including Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and Secretary Tumulty, members 
of both houses and R. W. Bolling, a 
brother-in-law of the president, are 
specifically cleared of suspicion. 

Chairman Henry fafled in an effort 
to have the report adopted immediate- 
ly, but it probably will be accepted in 
a day or two and formally end the leak 
investigation. 

The report, says Essary, 
a forecast of the president's note for 
the local brokerage firm of F. A. Con- 
nolly & Co., did not profit financiaily 
by his act, but Price was regularly in 
the employ of Chicago brokers to sup- 
ply them with Washington news likely 
to affect the stock market. 

Fewer persons should be permitted 
to handle important papers, such as a 
president’s mesage, the report de- 
clares.

Sinking of the Liner Anoth- 
er Lusitania Affair in Prin- 
ciple, Though Fewer Lives 
Were Lost.

Washington, February 27.—The sink- 
ing of the Cundarder Laconia by a 
yerman submarine was stated officially 
today to constitute a clear-cut viola- 
tion of American rights. 

Conclusive official information at the 
state department shows that two Amer- 
ican women lost their lives, that if 
four other Americans among the pas- 


‘Sengers and the 14 among the crew 


were saved, it was only by good for- 
tune, and that the vessel was sunk 
without warning in direct defiance of 
all the principles for which the United 
States has stood. 

Consul Frost’s reports from the sur- 
vivors show that the ve'ssel was struck 
by a first torpedo without warning at 
10:30 Sunday night, 150 miles off Fast- 
net. The engine was stopped as the 
ship listed to starboard, wireless calls 
were flashed broadcast and six rocket's 
were sent up.

About twenty minutes after the first 
torpedo, the reports add, and while 
some of the boats were still nearby, 
a second torpedo was driven into the 
vessel, which sank three-quarters of 
an hour after the original attack. The 
smal) boats with survivors pitched 
about during the long hours of the 
night until rescue ships came up. Dur- 
ing this time the two American wom- 
en, Mrs. Mary E. Hoy and Miss Eliza- 
beth Hoy, of Chicago, died of expos- 
ure and were buried at sea. There 
were several other deaths, not of Amer- 
icans. 

No further facts are needed by this 
government, it was stated officially.

The state department also let it be 
known that an amendment exempting 
vessels carrying contraband would 'be 
very objectionable, both because it 
would be unwarrantable discrimination 
and because it would open the way for 
endless controversy. over what was 
contraband. 

The bill agreed upon by the senate 
‘committee would authorize the presi- 
dent to supply merchant vessels of the 
United states with defensive arms, fore 
and aft, ammunition and gunners, and 
also empower him to employ ‘such 
other instrumentalities and methods’’ 
as he deems necessary to protect ves- 
sels and citizens of the United. States 
on the high seas. The bill further in- 
cludes the $109,000,000 bond issue as 
provided in the house bill. 

Four senators, three democrats and 
one republican, Stone, Hitchcock, 
(YGorman and Smith, of Michigan, were 
opposed to the main section of the bill 
as amended for various reasons, but 
no roll call wa's taken on the motion 
to report the bill in its final form.

the house is a provision in the first 
section which authorizes commanders 
and crews of all merchant vessels to 
arm and defend their own vessels 
against unlawful attacks. This was 
taken from an anti-piracy’ statute 
adopted by the government in 1819. 

The committee also voted to elimi- 
mate from the original form recom- 
mended by the president the words, 
“should it in his judgment become 
necessary for him to do so,” applied 
to the authorization to arm the ships.

THREE DEMOCRATS 
IN OPPOSITION. 


Senators Stone, Hitchcock and O’Gor- 
man, the three democrats who did not 
approve the measure as finally drafted, 
were opposed to it principally because 
of refusal of the committee to accept 
an amendment by Senator Stone which 
would withhold protection from Amer- 
ican ships carrying munitions of war. 
Senator Smith, of Michigan, republi- 
can, also favored this amendment and 
he further opposed retention in the 
measure of the clause authorizing the 
president to employ “other instrumen- 
talities.” Senator McCumber, of North 
Dakota, joined him, together with Sen- 
ators Stone and O’Gorman, in this vote. 
Those opposed to the measure also 
sought to limit it by a provision which 
would prevent the president from Plac- 
ing gunners of the navy on armed mer- 
chant ships.

— Another amendment submitted 

y senators who sought to direct im- 
mediate arming of ships would have 
authorized the president to .convoy 
merchant vessels with warships. This 
likewise was rejected. : 
Regarding retention of the clause 
giving the president blanket powers to 
handle the situation, senators general- 
ly said that the president was entitled 
to the power and that it would be dif- 
ficult to find words making such 
power more specific. 

“So far as some of us were concern- 
ed, Said Senator Sutherland, a re- 
publican member of the committee, 
we do not fear giving the president 
too much power. What we fear is that 
he will not utilize enough power.” 

Senator Stone in introducing the bill 
in the senate, said his committee had 
considered the recommendations of the 
president before the joint session yes- 
terday and had directed him “as its 
chairman to introduce the Dill.” He 
said he was directed also to ask its 
first and second reading, and a ref-

Kirby, in the chair, said without objec- 
tion the bill would be read twice and 
referred as requested.

TEXT OF MEASURE | 
BEFORE SENATE. 


The text of the bill drafted by the! 
senate foreign relations committee to 
carry out President Wilson's policy of 
armed neutrality follows: . 

“Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress assem- 


bled: 

“That the commanders and crews ot] 
all merchant vessels of the United 
States and bearing the registry of the | 
United States, are hereby authorized to 
arm and defend such vessels against 
unlawful attacks, and the president of 
the United States is hereby authorized 
and empowered to’ supply such vessels 
with defensive arms, fore and aft, and 
also with the necessary ammunition and 
means of making use of them; and that 
he be and is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to employ such other instru- 
mentalities and- methods as may in his 
judgment and discretion seem necessary 
and adequate to protect such vessels 
and citizens of the United States in 
their lawful and peaceful pursuits on 
the high seas. 

“The sum of $100,000,000 is hereby 
appropriated to be expended by the 
president of the United States for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the fore- 
going provisions, the said sum to be 
waite until the lst day of January, 
1918. 

“For the purpose of meeting the ex- 
penditures herein authorized, the secre- 
tarv of the treasury, under the direc- 
tion of the president, is hereby author- 
jzed to borrow on the credit of the 
United States and to issue therefor 
bonds of the United States not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate $10,000,000, said 
bonds to be in such form and subject to 
such terms and conditions as the secre- 
tary of the treasury may prescribe and 
to bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
3 per cent per annum; provided, that 
such bonds shall be sold at not less 
than par, shall not carry the circula- 
tion privilege, and that all citizens of 
the United States shall be given an 
equal opportunity to subscribe therefor, 
but no commission shal] be allowed or 
paid thereon; that both principal and 
interest shall be payable in United 
States gold coin of the present stand- 
ard of value, and be exempt from all 
taxation and duties of the United States, 
as well as from other taxation In any 
form of all states, municipal or local 
authorities; that any bonds issued here- 
under may, under such conditions as 
the secretary of the treasury may pro- 
vide, be convertible into bonds bearing 
a higher rate of interest than 3 per cent 
per annum if any bonds shall be issued 
by the United States at a higher rate 
than 3 per cent per annum by virtue 
of any art passed on or before Decem- 
ber 31, 1918. 

“In order to pay the necessary ex- 
penses connected with the said issue of 
bonds ocr any conversions thereof, a 
sum not exceeding one-fifth of one per- 
centum of the amount of bonds herein 
authorized to be issued, or which may 
be converted, is hereby appropriated, to 
be expended as the secretary of the 
treasury may direct. 

“The president is authoribzed to 
transfer so much of the amount herein 
appropriated as he may deem neces- 
sary not exceeding $25,000,000 to the 
bureau of war risk insurance, created 
by act of congress, approved Septem- 
ber 2, 1914, for the purpose of insuring 
vessels (their freight, passage moneys 
and cargoes) against loss ordamage by 
the present risks of war.” 


CHIEF OBJECTION 
OF REPUBLICANS. 


The chief objection of tne fepuDlic- 
ans is to the phrase, “other instrumen- 
talities.”’ Several of the leaders ex- 
press willingness to vote for any spe- 
cific authority sought by the presi- 
dent, but say they do not want to sign 
a “blank check.” Then there are many 
who strongly favor directing as well 
as authorizing the arming and protect- 
ing of ships, insisting that the neces- 
sity already exists and that the United 
States cannot with self-respect wait 
longer to assert its rights. 

ack of all their objections, most of 
the republicans want an extra session 
and contend that congress should not 
be away from Washington when the 
nation is on the brink of war. Anoth- 
er filibuster in the senate is threat- 
ened and the democrats fear it, al- 
though the president is represented as 
fully confident that the authority he 
asks will be granted and that there 
will be no extra session. 

In addition to empowering the pres- 
ident to arm merchant ships and to em- 
ploy “other instrumentalities,” and pro- 
4 Ml $100,000,000 by a bond issue, the 
bill would permit the president to 
transfer any part of that sum to the 
federal bureau of war risk insurance 
to be used in paying losses of Ameri- 
can ships above 35,000,000. Total pay- 
ments are limited to that amount now 
by the size of the entire fund. The pro- 
posed increase would be a precaution 
against the possibility that if a num- 
ber of ships carrying federal insur- 
ance were sunk in the war zone, the 
government might not be able to re- 
deem their loss. 

Since its establishment September 
2, 1914, the federal insurance bureau 
has made several rate increases, the 
last of which, announced three weeks 
ago, after the German submarine 
blockade had been instituted, brought 
insurance costs to two per cent for ves- 
sels from American orts passing 
through the war zone. his rate now 
prevails for destinations of Great Brit- 
ain, Rotterdam, Scandinavian countries, 
various ports of France, western Italy 
and the northern coast of Africa. 

In the two years ending September 
2, 1916, the federal bureau paid losses 
of $774,000, and made a net profit of 
$2,367,000 from premiums.

We honored them—as_ Bis- 
marck once put it—as an heirloom 
from Frederick the Great. Both coun- 
tries benefited by it, both giving and

He Refers to Mexico. 


“Since the beginning of the war 
things have changed on the other side 
of the waters. Old principles were over- 
thrown. On August 27, 1913 during 
the gegen 
son in a solemn message t , 
declared that he intended tb tetkaae tie 
best usage of international law by a 
prohibition of the supplying of arms 
to both Mexican parties at war against 
each other. One year later, in 1914 
these usages apparently were no long- 
er considered good. Countless mate- 
rials of war have been supplied by 
America to the entente and while the 
right of the American citizen to travel 


Without hindrance to entente countries | 


and the right to trade without hin- 
drance with France and England. even 
through the midst of the battlefields 
even the right of such trade as we had 
to pay for with German blood—while 
all these rights were jealously guard- 
ed, the same right of American citi- 
zens toward the central powers did not 
seem to be as worthy of protection 
and as-_ valuable. They protested 
against some measures of England 
which were contrary to international 
law, but they submitted to them. Un- 
der conditions of this kind objection as 
to lack of respect makes a strange im- 
pression. 

“With equal decisiveness I must pro- 
test against the objection that we, by 
the manner in which we withdrew the 
assurances given in the note of May 4, 
offended the honor and dignity of the 
United States. From the very begin- 
ning we had openly and expressly de- 
clared that these assurances would be 
invalid under certain conditions.” 

The chancellor then recalled the last 
paragraph of the note of May 4, 1916, 
which he read verbatim, the last clause 
being: “Should the steps taken by the 
government of the United States not at- 
tain the object of its desires, namely, 
to have the laws of humanity followed 
by all the belligerent nations, the Ger- 
man government would then be facing 
a new situation, in which it must re- 
serve to itself complete liberty of de- 
cision.” 


American Reply to German Note. 


The chancellor then continued: “As 
to the American answer given to the 
German note, it was so absolutely con- 
trary to what we in our note had said 
clearly and without any possibility of 
misunderstanding, that a reply on our 
part would have changed nothing as to 
the standpoints maintained by both 
sides. But nobody, even in America, 
could doubt that already long ago the 
conditions were fulfilled upon which, 
according to our declaration, depended 
our regaining full liberty of decision. 

“England did not abandon the isola- 
tion of Germany, but on the contrary 
intensfied it in the most reckless fash- 
ion.. Our adversaries were not made to 
respect the principles of international 
law, universally recognized before the 
war, nor made to follow the laws of 
humanity. The freedom of the seas 
which America wanted to restore, in co- 
operation with us, during the war, has 
been still more completely destroyed by 
Our adversary, and America has not 
hindered this. All this is common 
knowledge. 

“Even at the end of January England 
issued a new isolation declaration for 
the North sea, and in this period, since 
May 4, nine months had passed. Could 
it then be surprising that on January 
$1 we considered that the freedom of 
the seas had not been’ re-established, 
and that we drew our conclusions from 
this? But the case extends beyond that 
of formal importance. We who were 
ready for peace, now by mutual under- 
standing fight for life against an ene- 
my who from the beginning put his heel 
upon the recognized laws of nations. 
The English starvation blockade, our 
peace offer, its rebuke by the entente, 
the wax aims of our enemies purporting 
our destruction and the _ speeches of 
Lloyd-George are known also in Amer- 
ica, 

Discrimination Alleged. 


“TI would fully understand it if the 
United States, as a protector of inter-~- 
national law, should have bartered for 
its re-establishment in equal fashion 
with all the belligerents, and if desir- 
ing to restore peace to the world, had 
taken measures to enforce the end of 
the bloodshed. But I cannot possibly 
consider it a vital question for the 
American nation to protect interna- 
tional law in a one-sided fashion, only 
against us. Our enemies and American 
circles which are unfriendly toward 
thought that they could point out 
an important difference between our 
course of action and that of the Brit- 
ish. England, they have satisfied 
themselves, destroys only material 
values which can be replaced, while 
Germany destroys human lives, which 
are impossible to replace. 

“Well, gentlemen, why did the Brit- 
ish not endanger American lives? Only 
because neutral countries, and espe- 
cially America, voluntarily submitted 
to the British orders and because the 
British, therefore, could attain their 
object without emploving force. What 
would have happened if Americans had 
valued unhampered passenger and com- 
modities traffic with Bremen and Ham- 
burg as much as that with Liver- 
paol and London? If they had done so 
then we should have been freed from 
the painful impression that, according 
to America, a submission to British 
power and control is compatible with 
the essential character of neutrality, 
but that it is incompatible with this 
neutral policy to recognize German 
measures of defense. 

“Gentlemen, let us consider the whole 
question. The breaking off of relations 
with us and the attempted mobilization 
of all neutrals against us do not serve 
for the protection of the freedom of the 
seas proclaimed by the United States. 
These actions will not promote the 
peace desired by President Wilson. They 
must, consequently, have encouraged 
the attempt to starve Germany and to 
multiply the bloodshed. 

“We regret the rupture with a nation 
Which, by her history, seemed to be 
predestined surely to work with us, not 
against us, but since our honest will for 
peace has encountered only Jeering on 
the part of our enemies there is no 
more ‘going backward.’ There is only 
‘going ahead’ possible for us.”

England and the Submarine, 


The chancellor then insisted that 
England obviously endeavored to de- 
clare that the use of the submarine 
weapon was the greatest crime of his- 
tory since, he said, England consid- 
ered herself the ordained ruler of the 
oceans and the benefactor of humanity. 
He recalled the opinion expressed on 
July 14, 1914, by Sir Percy Scott, to 
whom he referred as one of the greatest 
English authorities on naval history. 
Sir Percy, he said, predicted a subma- 
rine war exactly as it had come about 
during this war, and declared that no 
objection to it would be possible on the | 
grounds of law or morality. Sir Percy, 
the chancellor added, obviously could 
not have considered that the present 
submarine warfare would become the 
only German defensive measure against 
the entente allies and the British star- 
vation blockade. 

The chancellor pointed out that this 
British starvation blockade was not 
without precedent in Engitish history. 


Premier Lloyd-George himself, said the 
chancellor, had protested in parliament 
against the cruelty by which the Brit-

which, rudeness must be met with rude- 
ness.” 

With respect to the submarine situa- 
tion, the chancellor recalled the Brit- 
ish assurance thax they would. be mas- 
ters of that danger, and added: 

“But we can await this. Meanwhile, 
I am able to declare that the successes 
of our submarine warfare already ob- 
tained must surpass the expectations 
of our navy. I can, of course, give no 
definite figures. We established barred 
zones hardly four weeks ago, and with- 
in these four weeks is the period of 
grace allowed for such ships as were 
on their way on February 1 and there- 
fore could not ‘be warned before. 

“Reports from a large proportion of 
our swbmarines have not yet been re- 
ceived because they are still on their 
way. But wherever reports are made 
success has been great. Our enemies, 
of course, only admit part of their 
losses. If all these were added to- 
gether, then the figures published by 
us to date in our newspapers, which 
only constitute part of the sinkings, 
demonstrate that we can ‘be more than 
satisfied with the results obtained. The 
reports made by our enemies and re- 
garding which they particularly boast 
are no disappointment for us. 

“As is generally known, we did not 
declare a blockade, but merely estab- 
lished definite barred zones within 
which every ‘ship has to count on im- 
mediate attack. That isolated ships 
escape danger is therefore self-evident. 
But that does not change total suc- 
cess. This success we shall be able 
to obtain partly by sinking’s, partly 
by discouraging neutral shipping, 
which already has happened in the 
widest sense. 

“Thanks to the incomparable bravery 
of our submarines, we are fully willing 
to await with full confidence further 
developments, which will be on the in- 
crease.” 

Feeling of German Nation. 


The chancellor spoke briefly in re- 


gard to the. general feeling of the Ger- 
man nation, saying: 

‘A hard winter is behind us, espe- 
cially for the poorer people. The dif- 
ficulties of railroad traffic increased 
and the difficulties in supplying food 
and fuel. Women and children became 
heroes. At no time has thé spirit of 
love of country stood the test as firm- 
ly in the midst of suffering ane want.” | 

As to peace, the chancellor said: “To! 
make promises of formulatea and de-. 
tailed conditions in my position would | 
be unproductive and precarious, Hos- : 
tile leaders did this repeatedly. They | 
gave extravagant assurances to each } 
other but they merely brought it about | 
by this that they themselves and their | 
nations were always more deeply in-'! 
volved in the war. 

‘Their example does not tempt me. 


What I could say about the tendency 
and aim of our conditions I have ssid 
repeatedly: To terminate the war by a 
lasting peace which will grant us re- 
paration for all wrongs suffered and 
guarantee the existence and future orf 
a strong Germany—that is our aim— 
nothing less and nothing more. 

After dealing with the problem of 
domestic policy the chancellor briefly 
recalled his last speech in the reichs- 
tag, in which he announced that a 
proposal had been transmitted by Ger- 
many and her allies to their enemies 
to enter into peace negotiations. He 
continued: 

“Their answer was more rude and 
more presumptuous than any sensible 
person in our country or in neutral 
countries could have imagined. The 
effect produced by this document of 
barbarian hatred and of insolence is 
manifest to the whole world. Our al- 
liances and our front stand the firmer 
and the German nation is more united 
and no less resolute than ever. 

“Gentlemen, since my last speech 
the military situation has hardly been 
changed. Everywhere our fronts are 
made stronger and our brave soldiers 
look with full confidence to their lead- 
ers, who are accustomed to victory, 
Morally strengthened by the scornful 
refusal of our readiness for peace, on 
our land fronts safely protected by the 
genius of our supreme army com- 
mander, on our water front victorious 
and many times more prepared than & 
year ago for submarine war, we look 
confidently toward the coming months 
which—as we hope—will be followed 
by the happy termination of the war.”

Mrs. F. E. Harris, Wife of 
U. S. Army Officer, Took 
Charge of Women and 
Children and Was Last 
Passenger to Quit Ship. 


U-BOAT COMMANDER 
SEEMED VERY CALLOUS

When an Appeal Was Made 
to Him About the Women, 
He Said That the Exposure 
Wouldn’t Hurt Them. 


Queenstown, February 27.—Mrs. A. 
W. Willis, a Canadian woman, in talk- 
ing today with the representative of 
the Associated Press concerning the 
disaster to the Laconia, said the women 
on board behaved well. They were in 
the drawing room at the time of the 
explosion and immediately knew what 
had happened. They had had several 
boat drills and were able to use their 
knowledge in that respect in entering 
the boats. 

“When the submarine came to the 
surface,’ said mrs. Willis, ‘after hav- 
ing fully made sure of the Laconia’s 
destruction, one gentleman in a boat 
said to the submarine commander: 
‘Don’t you know you are torpedoing a 
ship containing women and children” 
To this the commander of the subma- 
rine replied:. ‘Oh, they are all right 
for a few hours and a patrol boat will 
take them all up.’” 

The greatest attention is being paid 
here to the surviving passengers. Nu- 
merous residents have taken many of 
them into their homes. Mrs. 
wife of an American army officer, and 
who was the last woman to leave the 
ship, was entertained during the day 
by the commanding admiral at the ad- 
miralty house. 

Captain Irvine and the ship’s offi- 
cers and passengers proceeded tonight 
for Liverpool. The crew, with the ex- 
ception of the five men detained in the 
hospital, also have departed. 

American Woman a Heroine. 
There was an unusual scene on the 
Queenstown docks when the Laconia’s 
survivors landed at 11 o’clock in the 
evening, a huge crowd of civilians, 
soldiers, sailors and nurses cheering 
and singing. 

The first passenger to land was an 
American woman, Mrs. F. E. Harris, 
who was accorded this honor because 
of her heroism in supervising the de- 
parture of the women and children 
from the sinking ship. She was the 
last passenger to leave the Laconia, 
standing by the side of the captain and 
going the rounds with him, carefully 
checking off the women and children 
passengers to see that they were all in 
their places and provided with clothing, 
blankets and tarpaulins. 

After Mrs. Harris came other women 


and children, all clinging still to their 
life belts, 
gers. 


and then the men passen- 
Automobiles. were waiting and 
the survivors were conveyed swiftly 
to the Queen's hotel, where nurses pro- 
vided dry clothing and warm baths. 
In a half hour the refugees were 
ready for a really sumptuous meal of 
broth, salmon, turkey and champagne 
which had been prepared. 

Although the passengers showed the 
effects of the ordeal, they put a merry 
face on and nearly all were able to en- 
joy the meal. 

Most of the passengers expect to 
reach London Wednesday morning. 
Playing Bridge When Crash Came. 
Four passengers are among those 
sent to hospitals at Queenstown. Their 
injuries are slight. 

Among the four is Dr. Hawke, a resi- 
dent of San Francisco, who said he was 
playing a game of bridge in the ship 
surgeon's room when he heard an 
awful crash and guessed that the ship 
had been attacked by a submarine. He 
said that the first torpedo struck the 
liner aft on the starbord side and every 
one made for the life preservers. The 
passengers had _ previously been in- 
structed in boat drill and got into the 
boats without panic. Dr. Hawke said 
that all behaved well and that the dis- 
cipline was truly good. He continued: 
“The submarine returned after we 
had been in the boats and fired another 
torpedo which put out the lights and 
was followed by a terrific explosion 
and the ship must have sunk soon 
after. The second torpedo, mind you, 
was fired although the lifeboats were 
close to the vessel and the crew of the 
submarine could not have failed to see 
us, as it was moonlight. It was about 
9:30 p. m. on Sunday when we took to 
the boats and about 8 o’clock on the 
following morning when we were pick- 
ed up.” 

Dr. Hawke gave the highest praise to

two boats reached Bantry with twenty- 
two people, eight of the occupants hav- 
ing died from exposure.

Their bodies were 
buried at sea. 

Mrs. Hoy’s husband, Dr. Albert H. 
Hoy, who is a civil war veteran, and 
her son, Austin Y. Hoy; reside in Lon- 
don. The latter called at the embas- 
Sy this morning and received a copy 
of the message from Consul Frost. 

The embassy’s list of American pas- 
Senger survivors is as follows: 

F. P. Gibbon, Chicago Tribune; Mrs. 
F,. E. Harris, wife of Colonel Harris, 
U. S. A.; A. T. Kirby, New York, and 
the Rev. Joseph Wareing, Baltimore. 

Austin Y. Hoy resides here as rep- 
resentative of the London branch of 
an American firm, the other members 
of the family residing with him. 

Mrs. Hoy and Miss Hoy went home to 
the United States some time ago to 
settle some family business affairs. 

Dr. Albert H. Hoy, the father, an 
aged man, is prostrated with grief. 
The son was loath to believe the news 
that his mother and sister had been 
lost until he received the confirma- 
tory telegram from Consul Frost. 

Mr. Hoy is 36 years old. 

The first news of the death of Mrs. 
Hoy and her daughter reached Mr. 
Hoy when he opened his newspaper 
at the breakfast table. 

“I had been looking for news of the 
Laconia for the past day or two with 
some trepidation,” he said, “and was 
less astounded to learn of the torpedo- 
ing than I was shocked to see that my 
mother and sister were almost the only 
victims.

GERMANS STIFFEN 
THEIR RESISTANCE. 


British Headquarters in France, Feb- 
ruary 27.—(Via London. From a Staff 
Correspondent of the Associated Press.) 
There twas sharper resistance all along 
the line of the German retreat today 
than at any time since the movement 
began. There ig no indication as yet 
of a fixed purpose by the Germans to 
make a definite stand, but they are 
doing everything possible to hold up 
and interfere with the British advance. 
The rear outposts were immensely 
strengthened and this led to stiff fight- 
ing with the British forward patrola 

The Germans prepared carefully for 
their -retirement, apart from choosing 
the moment when spring was just be- 
ginning, bringing with it new depths 
of clinging mud. Bek after belt of 
barbed wire marks the German trail. 
Always great believers in this method 
of defense, the Germans appear to have 
outdone all previous efforts in the way 
of ‘wire barriers in the Somme and 
Ancre areas. 

The British, however, pushed  for- 
ward today all along the 11l-mile line 
stretching from south of Gommecourt 
to west of Le Transloy. They pushed 
farther into Pusieux-au-Mont, south- 
east of Gommecourt, in which more 
fires were visible last night. Searoh- 
lights also were playing anxiously 
about. 

The present objective of the British 
is a crest which overlooks the high 
ground running between Achiet-le- Pe- 
cit and Bapaume, where the Germans 
may attempt to hold for a time. Pui- 
sieux has not been so completely knock- 
ed about as most of the other battle 
Villages, its standing walls offering 
cover for the defending troops. 

Every bit of ground taken reveals 
further evidence of the thoroughness 
of the destructive methods adopted by 
the Germans just prior to retiring. 
Their carefully-built and long-occupled 
dugouts have been converted into a 
mass of wreckage by explosives and

BREAK IS NEAR ~~ 


WITH AUSTRIA 


Arrangements Already 
Made for the Withdrawal 
of United States Diplo- 
matic and Consular Offi- 


cials. 


Washington, February 27.—Complete 
arrangements for the withdrawal of 
American diplomats and consular of- 
ficers from Austria-Hungary have been 
made by Ambassador Penfield on in- 
structions from the state department. 
It was learned today that the ambassa- 
dor had been directed to take this step, 
the belief at the department being that 
a break in relations is inevitable. The 
Spanish government has been asked 
to take over American interests, and 
plans have been made to expedite the 
withdrawal of all Americans if the 
break oocurs. 

The last report from Ambassador 
Penfield, a brief cable received after 
the instructions were sent, suggested a 
slight possibility that Austria’s reply to 
this government's aide memoire, asking 
a definition of her attitude in the sub- 
marine situation, might be favorable 
No real hope was raised here, however, 
and no change in instructions followed. 

Pending a reply to the aide memoire, 
the Austrian situation will remain in 
the same indefinite state which has 
characterized it since the day of the 
rupture with Germany, when a note 
similar, though not identical, to Ger- 
many’s submarine proclamation, was re- 
ceived from Ambassador Penfield. Then 
the aide memoire was sent asking for 
an exact definition of Austria’s: inten- 
tions because of the difference between 
American relations with that country 
and those with Germany. : 

The state department recently noti-

AT BEDERAL JUDGES 
GREGORY THRUSTS 


Attorney General Says Some 
of Them Refuse to Enforce 
the Sherman Law—Greg- 
ory Discusses High Food 
Prices.

torney General Gregory said in part: 

“I have read your remarks in the 
sente on the enforcement of the law 
against combinations to increase prices, 
as reported in the congressional rec- 
ord of yesterday. I will try to answer 
the very reasonable inquiries which 
were in your mind. To begin with, 
however, I will ask you to bear in 
mind that there are two broad limita- 
tions upon the power of this depart- 
ment in the field in question: 

“First. Increases in prices brought 
about not b¥ agreement, conspiracy or 
monopoly, but by a common selfish 
impulse of traders to take advantage 
of the extraordinary condition of the 
times, are prot punishable under any 
existing federal law, no matter how 
completely lacking in economic justi- 
fication, no matter how extortionate. 

“Second. Sales of commodities by 
retailers to consumers in the various 
cities and communities generally fall 
outside the field of interstate commerce 
and therefore outside the jurisdiction 
of the federal government. Within 
these limitations the department of 
justice has brought to bear its full 
energies. 

“Immediately after the outbreak of 
the European war, when the first 
marked increases took place, the at- 
torney general instructed the various 
United States district attorneys and 
the various agents of the bureau of in- 
vestigation throughout the country to 
make inquiry in their respective com- 
munities for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether any such increases weré 
due to agreement's or conspiracies in 
restraint of interstate trade. 

“Except in two or three cases, no 


such exchanges, it could doubtless ac- 
complish the same objects by prescrib- 
ing the conditions under which they 
should be permitted to use the mails, 
the telegraph and other instrumentali- 
ties of interstate communication in car- 
rying on their business.” 
Impossible to Convict. 

Associations existing in almost every 
branch of trade, the attorney general 
continued, while performing some very 
useful functions, “‘aiso itn many in- 
stances make their influence felt in 
maintaining prices in such a subtle and 
intangible way, however, that it is im- 
possible to convicc them of violating the 
law.” 

The leniency of federal ‘udges in im- 
posing sentence upon those convicted of 
violating the anti-trust law, in some in- 
stances, were cited, Mr. Gregory declar- 
ing that “a number of federal judges 
always have been and are still appar- 
ently reluctant to enforce the Sherman 
act.” 

Largely ‘because of the short time yet 
remaining of the present session of con- 
gress, it was said no legislation em- 
bodying the department’s views had 
been prepared or was contemplated at 
present.

“Another suggestion which has oc-

“still another suggestion is whether 
the great produce exchanges and stock

“Finally, it appears.desirable, and I 
have already suggested, that the ware- 
houses of the country should be re- 
quired to make to the department of 
agriculture, under oath, periodical re- 
ports of the quantities of produce in 
storage. I am advised that a bill to 
this end has heretofore been intro- 
duced either in the house or the sen- 
ate and perhaps in both houses. 

“In view of the fact that the presi- 
dent has directed the department of ag- 
riculture and the federal trade commis- 
sion €o conduct an inquiry into this 
whole subject with a view to proposing 
remedies, I do not feel that the time is 
now ripe for me to make any more 
definite suggestions than those above. 


Federal Judges Criticised. 


“There is one final thought which. I 
should like to have you and others have 
in mind in assessing the work of the 
department in the enforcement of the 
anti-trust laws.

Washington, February 27.—Germany’s 
procrastination in complying with re- 
peated American demands ior reiease 
vt the, Yarrowdale prisoners is bringing 
the controversy tO a sMate of extreme 
xravity. 

The Yarrowdale case has been a 
source of growing concern and indig- 
nation among officials, some of whom 
are convinced that Germany’s intention 
is nothing more nor less than to hold 
the American seamen as hostages 
pending a'deciaion as to peace or war. 

Such an act would be regarded here 
as a tlagrant violation of international 
law and treaty rights and an open in- 
sult to the dignity and good faith of 
the United States. 

Although no official advices report- 
ing the re-detenkion-of the seamen had 
reached the state department tonight, 
another inquiry regarding them was 
sent through the Spanish ambassador 
in Berlin as soon as officials saw news 
dispatches saying they would not be 
‘liberated at presena because of disease 
at their camp. In most quarters the 
reported cause for re-detention was re- 
garded as only a pretext. 

Once before the United States was 
advised that the prisoners had been 
released, bua it developed that the Ger- 
man officials had decided to hold them 
until it was learned what treatment 
German citizens and property was re- 
ceiving in this country. That, too, was 
regarded here as a pretext, for full in- 
formation had been sent to Berlin 
showing that the United States was 
giving every consideration to German 
interests here. 

One of the great difficulties in the 
negotiations has been due to the under- 
manning of the Svanish embassy in 
Berlin, which has taken over not only 
American interests, but also many of 
those belligerent interests formerly 
represented by this country. The Unit- 
ed States has offered to provide extra 
help at the embassy and hopes that in 
this way negotiations with Germany 
may be speeded up.

RIGHT TO VOTE ASSURED 
TO WOMEN OF ONTARIO 


Premier Has adisea Measure 
Providing for Equal 
Suffrage.

Toronto, February 27.—The women 
of Ontario were virtually assured the 
right to vote when the government, 
through Premier Hearst, tonight in- 
dorsed the bill of J. W. Johnson, pro- 
viding for equal suffrage.

The opposition already has announc- 
ed itself favorable to equal suffrage 
and now that the government has fall- 
en into line the measure is expected 
to pass the legislature virtually with- 
out opposition.

task,” said Premier Hearst, in an- 
nouncing the government's decision, “I 
ask can we justly deny them the mak- 
ing of the laws they have been so he- 
roically trying to defend? My an- 
swer is, I think not.” 


Vote For Arkansas Women. 


Little Rock, Ark., February 27.—The 
Arkansas senate today passed, 17 to 
16, a bill which would permit women 
to vote in primary elections. The bill 
had passed the house, but the senate 
made some minor amendments, neces- 
sitating its return to the house for 
concurrence.

THE MARKETING QUESTION. 


“It is not ‘probes’ we want, but produc- 


tion of more staple products, and better dis- 


tribution of them,” says Professor George 
P. Shingler, Jr., of the chemistry depart- 
ment, Emory college, Oxford, in a commu- 
nication to The Constitution published else- 


where upon this page, in which he strongly 
advocates diversification of farm crops and 


the establishing of a bureau of marketing 
in connection with the state department of 


agriculture. 

Professor Shingler’s reasoning and con- 
clusions are absolutely sound. 

The Constitution has been expounding 
the doctrine of diversification for years. It 
has for years been urging the rotation of 
crops, the raising of foodstuffs and forage 
and live stock—the getting away of the “all- 
cotton” idea among the farmers of the 
south. 

And as to the suggestion that the state 
department of agriculture install a bureau 
of marketing, that very thing is under way 
right now, and Commissioner J. J. Brown 
already has appointed Lem B. Jackson to 
temporarily have charge of it. 

But Professor Shingler is right; public 
attention cannot too often be called to the 
two points he makes: Production of food 
crops and the problem of distribution of 
them. 

The need for the production of more 
food crops in Georgia is greater today than 
it ever was before. Second only to that is 
a more general employment of the means of 
bringing producer and consumer together— 
the express companies and the parcel post. 

In Atlanta many families are being sup- 
plied with eggs and other farm products 
through these channels. 

Many cities throughout the north and the 
west have established public markets, and in 
some instances these have been operating 
smoothly and with marked success for sev- 
eral vears. There the producer hauls his 
products—such as fruits, vegetables, butter, 
eggs, poultry, etc—to the market, selling 
it direct to the housewives of the city. Both 
parties to the deal are benefited. 

But even with matters as they stand, if 
the people generally would utilize to the 
fullest extent the facilities offered through 
the parcel post and the express company, 
the problem of exorbitant food prices would 
be very greatly simplified. And in educat- 
ing both producer and consumer to the ad- 


vantages possible to accrue through a utili-| 


vided for, the new bureau of the state de- 
partment of agriculture can do a great 
amount of good in Georgia. 


GEORGI A’S GUARDSMEN. 


Recently a high officer of the army said 
of the Georgia national guardsmen, soon to 
return home from the Rio Grande: 


“Take a regiment of regulars, put 
them out on the field with any one of 
the Georgia regiments, and a competent 
critic would be likely to pick the national 
guardsmen for the regulars and the reg- 
ulars for the guardsmen.” 


This is a high compliment, because 
whatever the United States regular army 
may lack in numerical strength, there is not 
a better disciplined, finer-appearing, more 
efficient body of soldiers on earth. 

Such a tribute is warm commendation 
not only of the officers and men of the 
Georgia troops, but it, entitles Adjutant 
General Joseph van Holt Nash to state-wide 
congratulation upon his record as adminis- 
trative head of the national guard forces 
during his several terms of office. 

The efficiency, appearance, and soldierly 
worth of the men is, of course, attributable 
first of all to the quality of the personnel— 
the stuff that is in the men. You cannot 
make a good soldier out of worthless ma- 
terial any more than you can make “a silk 
purse out of a sow’s ear.” 

Next come good officers. The Georgia 
guard has had the best of training under a 
most capable and well equipped staff of 
officers, at the head of which is General 
Walter Harris, whose service at the border 
has been most satisfactory. 

Then comes spirit. The boys from the 
first have had the spirit—-personal pride and 
the pride of Georgia in their hearts. 

All of which reflects credit upon Adju- 
tant General Nash, who has been in suth 
close touch with every detail of the organi- 
zation of the state troops. 

Composing the Georgia contingent on 
the border are just 4,024 men, every one of 
whom will come back home shortly, with 
the satisfaction of having most worthily 
discharged an irksome duty. 

The boys will come back with the glory 
of duty well performed, the glory of having 
been among the first to say “Ready” when 
their country called—ready for anything 
that might fall in the line of military duty. 

The fact that duty has not taken them 
upon the battlefield is simply their and our 
good fortune. Not a man of the lot would 
have auailed had the test come. After all, 
that is the true measure of both fitness and 
patriotism. 


WHERE JAILS DON'T “PAY.” 


A cry for “Help” is heard from the dim 
confines of the Richmond, Va., jail. 

The cry doesn’t issue from the cells of 
felons, but, it is said, from the jailer himself 
—and not because there is imminent danger 
of a mob storming his songhold—for 
mobs are almost unknown in Virginia—but 
it seems that prohibition has crippled his 
business by keeping the former criminal 
class from breaking into jail, where the 
jailer’s pay is so much per prisoner for their 
entertainment. 

Many of the once remunerative cells are 
empty; and under these conditions, and 
the pay system, a jailer’s occupation, if not 
entirely gone, “hangs by a thread.” 

S5 it is said the jailer has appealed to 
the city council “for relief.” 

And this is not only the case with one 
Virginia jailer, but with many, since prohi- 
bition became “the law of the land.” 

Attention has been called to a somewhat 
similar state of affairs in England, through 
the reform work accomplished by temper- 
ance societies, some of the English jails 
being practically without occupants. 

The one-time jailbirds have flown to con- 
genial fields of steady and profitable em- 
ployment, where they are building up char- 
acter and competence. The shelterless are 
sheltered; for the new pathway has led 
from prison to the peace of Home: They 
have exchanged misery for happiness; the 
wastrels are workers, for their own and the 
public good, and light dawns on the dark- 
ness of their lives. : 

The influence of temperance has worked 
wonders in England, and in America prohi- 
bition is working to do away with jails!

There has been no ge- 
rious shortage of above products-on hand 
here. Then why so much increase to the 
consumer unless merely to take advantage of 
“nervous conditions?” 

Every housewife -is alarmed over the ceon- 
stantly increasing cost of table necessities, 
and every man, woman and child who have 
had to buy their clothing, hats and shoes 
knows that ali through the fall and winter 
they have had to pay anywhere from 26 to 50 
per cent more for them, and in many cases 
much more.

CONSTRUCTIVE VALUE OF CHARITIES 
SHOWN AT MEETING HELD TUESDAY 


—aEeEE~77~ 


Stress was laid upon the growing appre- 
ciation by the community of service render- 
ed as distinguished from relief administered 
in the report made by the board of directors 
at the annual meeting of the Associated Char- 
ities in the chamber of commerce assembly 
hall yesterday afternoon. 

It was insisted that the main purpose of 
the association was constructive, directed 
towards the elimination of the causes of pov- 
erty rather than to the temporary relief of 
actual cases. In illustration of this proposi- 
tion the report says: 

“When $100 is expended for relief or direct 
gifts to the poor, there is obtained for the 
money just $100 worth (and no more) of food, 
shelter, clothing, medicines, as the case may 
be. When, however, $100 is expended for per- 
manent, helpful service, it adds $500 to the 
wealth of the community through the in- 
creased incomes of those to whom such serv- 
ice is rendered, and it probably adds not less 
than $200 to the wealth of the community by 
lessening the drain upon it of supporting 
idlers, imposters and frauds. 

The financial report for the year shows 
that $8,257.70 were expended in salaries, of- 
fice expenses, etc., while $13,761.79 were dis- 
tributed to the poor in: actual relief. 

The request made in last year’s annual re- 
port that each member secure one additional 
member during the year met with a grati- 
fying response which, though not sufficient 
to meet the association's needs, sufficed to 
carry it over until near the end of the year 
without other canvass than such as members 
of the finance committee had to conduct from 


week to week to secure funds urgently need- 
ed for relief. 

Some concern was expressed at the fail- 
ure of the county commissioners in January 
to renew the appropriation of $500 per month 
during the four last months of last year. 

The statistical record shows a total of 
2,374 cases handled last year, 941 having been 
brought over from 1915 and 1,113 being new 
cases. The number of individuals relieved 
was 6,283, which include@ 2,649 under 14 
years of age and 453 over 60 years of age. 
The number of cases carried over from De- 
cember into the current year was 739. Fifty- 
eight cases of pellagra were included in the 
relief record for the year 1916. 

Besides the report of the directors and 
the financial report, a number of interesting 
reports were heard, among them being the 
report of the secretary, Joseph Logan, that 
of the case committee by Dr. W. A. Lee, chair- 
man of the south side committee; that of 
the volunteers by Miss Cleveland Zahner, and 
the report from the districts by Miss Booth.

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Who Will Settle the 
Controversy About Hampton 
Roads Conference? 


Editor Constitution: A friend in North 
Carolina has sent me a pamphlet written and 
published by Hon. Julian S. Carr, of Durham, 
N. C., that has interested me very much; as 
it revives the Hampton Roads incident, 
where President Lincoln met the confed- 
erate states commissioners on a small! steam- 
er called the River Queen on February 3, 
1865, and there held a conference regarding 
the war conditions then prevailing between 
the states. 

An editorial writer in The Macon Tele- 
graph has given his opinion and some quo- 
tations on the same subject within the week 
just ended, February 22, 1917. 

There seems to be a continuous revival 
of the subject, as Mr. Henry Watterson in 
his Courler Journal gave a lengthy review 
of jt as late as May 2, 1916, in discoursing 
on the “Might Have Beens of History.” 

This editorial of Mr. Watterson was 
brusquely called “fiction” by The Oklahoma 
City Times and by The Macon Telegraph, and 
Mr. Watterson then proceeds to reply to their 
criticisms in The Courier Journal of May 29, 
1916, in which editorial the following 0oc- 
curs: 

“They (Lincoln and Stephens) were warm 
personal friends—old whig colleagues—LIn- 
coln an ardent admirer of Stephens, whom 
he wanted to ask to become a member of 
his cabinet when he was elected president. 
The two had drawn apart from the rest. 
‘Stephens,’ said Lincoln (as Mr. Stephens 
reported the conversation to many of his 
ftiends, ‘you know I am a fair man, and I 
know you to be one. Let me write union 
at the top of this page and you may write 
below it whatever you please. I am sure 
you will write nothing I cannot agree to. 
Mr. Stephens replied that the commissioners 
were limited to treating upon the basis of 
the independence of the confederate cause. 
‘Then, Stephens,’ said Lincoln, sadly, ‘My 
hands are clean of every drop of blood 
spilled from this time onward.’” 

In editorial of June 20 Mr. Watterson con- 
tinues: 

“Mr. Davis did not see Mr. Stephens 
at all, but all that Mr. Watterson has aver- 
red in this regard was told the night of his 
arrival in Richmond by Mr. Stepuhens, to 
Mr. Felix G. DeFontaine, with whom he lodg- 
ed, and who, when the facts were disputed, 
made oath to the truth of them, as did alse 
Dr. Greer, Mr. Stephens’ pastor, and General 
John B. Gordon and Evan’ P. Howell, of 
Atlanta, to whom later along Mr. Stephens 
likewise related them, as indeed he had 
done te Mr. Watterson himself.” : 

General Carr says: “Mr. Stephens report- 
ed to Mr. Davis all that had occurred, for 
he says in his own history: ‘We reported 
to him (Davis) all that occurred verbally. 
‘ 9 . I. gave .it to him as my opinion 
that there should be no written report by the 
commission touching that conference. I 
again yielded my views on that point.’”’ 

General Carr asks the following question: 
“If Mr. Stephens did see Mr. Davis after 
he returned from Hampton Roads and had 
every apportunity of telling him that Mr. 
Lincoln had said, ‘Stephens, let me write 
union at the top of this page and you may 
write below it whatever you please.’ If Mr. 
Lincoln said it, why did not Mr. Stephens 
tell his president, the confederate congress 
and all the south and change all the re- 
sults?” 

Appomattox occurred on the 7th of April. 

This conference was held on February 
3, two months and four days apart, Are 
these matters to be forever inexplicable? 

In a late issue The New York Times made 
some strong statements: “‘At Hampton 
Roads Lincoln refused to accept any pro- 
posal except unconditional surrender. He 
promised clemency, but refused to define it, 
except to say that he individually favored 
compensation to slave owners.” “He offered 
us nothing but uneonditional submission,”’ 
said Stephens, on his return, and he called 
the conference, therefore ‘fruitless and inad- 
equate.” 

Again, The Courier Journal of December 
23. 1916, takes this as a text and writes 
again the story of the union, and, as General 
Carr says, “took occasion to reflect on Mr. 
Davis and to characterize Mr. Lincoln as a 
kindly, just man.” 

This thing shoudd be straightened out. It 
has reached a stage where witnesses should 
appear if they can be made to appear, in 
documentary evidence, Judge Reagan, the 
confederate postmaster general, according 
to General Carr, names the following per- 
songs who have said that Mr. Stephens made 
the assertions about the piece of paper and 
the union, and about the $400,000,000 for the 
siaves: Hon. Henry Watterson, of Kentucky; 
Rev. EK. A. Green, of Virginia; Dr. R. J. Mas- 
sey, of Georgia, and Mr. Howell, of Georgia. 

Against their statements Judge Reagan 
presented eight names of those who _ said 
Mr. Stephens denied ever making such state- 
ments: Rev. F. C, Boykin, of Georgia; Rev. 
R. F. Littig, of Mississippi; Hon. James Orr, 
of South Carolina; Hon. B. Sexton ana 


Colonel Stephen Blount, of Texas; Gover- 
nor Garland, of Arkansas, and Senator Vest, 


“of Missouri. 


There is evidently a misunderstanding of 
the language that was used by Mr. Stephens 
in this matter, but it is too serious a matter 
to be left in its present condition. 

In General Carr’s pamphlet he alludes to 
Senator Hunter’s story of the conference. 
Hunter, Campbell and Stephens were the 
southern commissioners. “At first they 
talked about ‘secession,’ and got nowhere. 
They then talked of the Monrog doctrine and 
Mexico and Bliair’s proposition (the latter 
led up to the conference), and they made 
no progress. They conferred about an armis- 
tice and got nowhere. Then Senator Hunter 
asked Mr, Lincoln about reunion, and got 
no satisfaction, except hinting about uncon- 
ditional submission.” : 

Judge Campbell, in his account, says: 
“Senator Hunter did the talking,” and his 
aceount tallies with that of Hunter. 

A Mr. Cleveland wrote a biography of Mr. 
Stephens in the year 1866. This is what he 
wrote when Mr. Stephens was alive and it 
was fresh in mind, “He (Stephens) has 
often been heard to say that his views in 
consenting to take a part in that conference 
can never be fully understood without a

R. F. Gilliam, an attorney-at-law of At- 
lanta, has written a letter to United States 
Senator Hoke Smith, protesting against war. 
Mr. Gilliam states that ‘‘there ig no question 
of national honor and dignity, for which 
every man would fight,” but “the consuming 
masses of the people are convinced that 
their interests are being subordinated to the 
interests of munitions makers, foodstuffs 
speculators and the shipping trust, who have 
already filled their bellies full enough te 
lie down and sleep off their gluttenous 
debauch.”’ 

His letter is as follows: 


_ senator Hoke Smith, Senate Office Build- 
ing, Washington, D. C.: In discharge of a 
solemn obligation of citizenship, I protest in 
the name of the common people against war. 
No mere excuse exists for government pro- 
tection of dealers in munitions and food- 
stuffs today than existed for the protection 
of dealers in cotton in 1914. 

Ship owners require no more protection 
for carrying munitions and foodstuffs to the 


allies than they required for carrying cotton, 


to the central pewers. This sentiment pre- 
veils in the dozens of counties in Georgia 
1 have personally visited since January l. 
More men and women sank into agonizing 
graves in the cotton states from disease and 
suicide produced by bankruptey from six- 
eent cotton than have been drowned in the 
war zone at sea. My bias is on the side of 
the president because he is a democrat, a 
southerner and the nephew of the illustrious 
James Woodrow, who was my teacher and 
friend. 

My bias is on the side of the allies by rea- 
son of inheritanee, but our first duty is to 
one hundred million men, women and children 
of this country, 90 per cent of whom demand 
peace. The president's election is due to the 
fact that he had kept us out of war, and the 
belief of the voters that he would preserve 
peace. There is no question of national honor 
and dignity for which every man would fight.

upon the rostrum in the court, one of 
the group, a Mr. Jackson, an enthusi- 
astic member of the congregation, re- 
quested that before the trial should go 
any further, prayer be offered. The 
recorder told him that he beljeved in 
the efficacy of prayer, but that he 
didn’t think the court was the proper 
place for the observance of such cere- 


monies. 

Officer West, who made the case and 
who lives in the neighborhood, stated 
that he went down to the meeting one 
night to qualify himself as a witness, 
since many complaints had been made 
to him, and that members of the 
church screamed, hollered and jumped, 
it seemed, enough to have torn the 
house down.” 

At this juncture a petition bearing 

arly fifty names was brought before 
the court, which claimed that the meet- 
ings carried on at the church were a 
decided nuisance. 

Would Have to Move. 

The first witness for the prosecu- 
tion was W. T. Walker, who lives next 
door to the church. He said that the 
meetings occurred four out of five 
nights per week, and that they lasted 
until late in the night, disturbing the 
public peace. He said he would have 
to move if the meetings are continued. 

A Mr. Grubbs, who stated that he 
lived only about ten or twelve feet 
away from the church, told the court 
that within the last two weeks the 
meetings had become intolerable, and 
that he had sent messages te the pastor 
to “soft-pedal their noise,” but that 
the more messages he sent the worse 
the noise became. 

J. T. Robinson, of 260 Waldo street, 
said it was a “very undesirable fuss” to 
him. A Mr. Morehead, of 802 South 
Boulevard, testified that the shouting 
was far from pleasant *«o hear. H. M. 
Godfrey, of 318 South Boulevard, said 
that they “disturb us night and day, 
still going on after we have retired at 
night, with dancing, jumping up and 
down and making a general noise with 
their feet more than anything else.”’ 
Mr. Maybin, of 284 Waldo street, told 
the court that he had had his doors and 
windows closed, ‘but he could still hear 
the disturbance, and that he imagined 
it would be awful in the summer time. 

“They make very disturbing noises,” 
said J. E. Dixon, who lives on South 
Boulevard near the church, ‘and ] nev- 
er heard such noises at any other 
churches.” 

She Could Not Sleep 


Mrs. Rainey, of 310 South Boulevard, 
said that she could not sleep while the 
services were going on. “You’d think 
it was a party there,” she said. “I 
don’t object to the usual kind of shout- 
ing, but they have a queer kind and 
they dance.” i 

Mrs. Alexander, who lives almost im- 
mediately back of the church, said that 
she had thought when the noise got so 
great that semebody must be dead in 
the neighborhood, but that when she 
remembered that it was the church, she 
thought, “Well, they’ve murdered 
somebody at the church.” 

One witness after another continued 
to appear, and finally a number for the 
defense, who told the court that the 
services were orderly and religious. 
They testified that the meetings were 
characterized by singing, praying, read- 
ing the Bible and by some shouting. 
The defendant stated that there was 
some enthusiasm shown when the mem- 
bers got the “inspiration from God into 
their hearts.” 

“Nobody in Atlanta thinks more of 
religion than I do,” said the recorder, 
‘but such a disturbance cannot be tol- 
erated. I feel that vou are doing some 
good over there among people who 
won't go to church elsewhere. But 
when thev get so enthused they shout 
to such an extent that they make a 
disturbance, the law steps in to protect 
the neighbors who object. I'll give 
you, Mr. Key, thirty days in which to 
move, and in the meantime the services 
must be carried on in a quiet, orderly 
way, or another case will be made 
against you.” 

Case Is Dismissed. 

In the morning trial, which resulted 
in the dismissal of the case against the 
pastor, following a reprimand on the 
part of the recorder, it became evident 
that there had been a split in the con-

LACONIA’S SINKING 


The Lowest Prices Prevail 
When Capital’s Opinion 
That It Was “The Overt 
Act” Became Known. 


New York, February 27.—Apprehen- 
sion arising from the further strain of 
relations between Washington and Ber- 
lin was again the overshadowing fea- 
ture of the stock market today. 

Lowest prices prevailed in the later 
dealings, when it became known that 
the government at Washington consid- 
ered the sinking of the Laconia as ‘the 
overt act.”

“FIREBUG” SOUGHT 
BY ATLANTA POLICE 


Following Free-for-All 
Fight in Negro Church, 
Home of Rev. C. H. Young, 
Pastor, Is Set on Fire. 


Following the partial destruction by 
fire of four negro houses near the cor- 
ner of Butler and Harris streets early 
Tuesday morning, the police are now 
working on the theory that the home 
of Rev. C. H. Young, colored pastor of 
Mt. Olive Baptist church, was set on 
fire by some enemy in an attempt to 
drive him out of town. They say they 
have evidence supporting this theory. 

At 4 o’clock Tuesday morning fire 
engines and police were summoned to 
Rev. Young’s home at 182 East Harris 
street, just two doors from Mt. Olive 
church. The home had been set on fire 
by use of coal tar, applied to the rear 
of the house. The flames spread rap- 
idly and before firemen could control 
them had partially burned three other 
negro houses adjoining the Young resi- 
dence. : 

Fire Chief Cody said it was a plain 
case of incendiarism and notified the 
police to that effect. 

Just a few hours before the discovery 
of the fire Call Officers Malcolm and 
Holley were summoned to Mt. Olive 
church to put an end to a church fight. 
The pastor, they state, was holding a 
meeting at which he was attempting 
to oust the deacons. The meeting re- 
sulted in a free-for-all fight, and one 
negro woman's face was injured before 
the arrival of the! police. 

Several months ago the deacons de- 
clared the pulpit was vacant, and or- 
dered Rev. Young to vacate. He re- 
fused, claiming that in a Baptist church 
only the congregation has the authority 
to discharge the pastor. A big row 
then ensued over who should have the 
right to vote on this issue, and the 


church was badly split. 
The deacons and pastor, finally patch- 


ing up, signed an agreement to let the 
congregation vote on the issue, and to 
select an arbitration board who should 
have the power to declare what mem- 
bers should vote. This board deter- 
mined that 700 members had the right 
to vote. 

Monday night a week ago the oongre- 
gation held a meeting to vote on the 
issue. A total of 383 members were 
present, but only 360 voted. Of these 
179 voted against the pastor and 181 
voted to retain him. 

Rev. Young then tried to discharge 
the deacons, and this, they declare, was 
the occasion of the meeting Monday 
night when Call Officers Malcolm and 


Holley interfered.

Baseball on the Inside 


WITH BILLY EVANS 


BEING A DISCUSSION OF PLAYS AMD PLAYERS, RULES 
AND RULINGS FROM SERIOUS AND 
HUMOROUS ANGLES 


Team work is one of the greatest es- 
sentials in baseball. Put a brilliant 
second Laseman on a team, and give 
him a mediocre shortstop, and he will 
not look so very good. A brilliant 
player at either position must have an 
equally orilliant partner to bring out 
the best in him. ‘Take all the great in- 
fields ot the past, and each had a star 
player at short and second, many of 
them boasted stars at every position. 
| recali such teams as Parent and Fer- 
ris of the old Boston Americans, Tinker 
and Evers, of Chicago; Barry and Col- 
lins, of the Athletics; Wagner and 
Ritchey, of Pittsburg; Maranville and 
Evers, of the Boston Nationals. 


The part a brilliant shortstop played 
in relation with an equally brilliant 
second baseman was forcibly brought 
to my aftention several years ago. Jack 
Barry had been badly spiked, an injury 
thax kept him out of the game for over 
a month. It was necessary for Mana- 
ger Mack to use a recruit. All win- 
ning teams are teams that make a lot 
of double plays. Most of these are piv- 
oted around second base. In a majority 
of them the shortstop or second base- 
man play the big part, and in many the 
two figure equally. 


The moment Barry was forced to 
leave the Athletic infield, Collins slow- 
ed up.

Second base is called the “pivot po- 
Sition of the infield.” This is because 
most of the players center around sec- 
ond base. Many double plays’ read 
“short to second to first; third to sec- 
ond to first; second to short 
to first; first to second to first,’ 
and so. on. Records ehow teams 
strong on double plays are usually 
teams well up in the race. Generally 
speaking, ability to make double plays 
speaks well for a team’s defense. A 
good defense means few runs for the 
opposition, provided the pitching !s of 
the proper kind. Since second base is 
the pivot position, much of the team’s 
success depends upon the way that base 
is played. If. the shortstop and second 
baseman work smoothly it usually has 
the effect of balancing the rest of the 
team. A club that is constantly muss- 
ing up plays around the second sack 
never causes much trouble for the op- 
position.

Washington, February 27.—General

For 
most of the six hours of the session the 
senate talked about the revenue bill, 
on which it already has agreed to. vote 
tomorrow night. : 

The only other important bill that got 
even a glance from the senators was 
the $535,000,000 naval appropriation 
bill, which was taken up for a brief 
time. but to which Senator La Follette 
again showed his opposition. The army 
appropriation bill still rested in the mil- 
itary affairs committee tonight, and the 
sundry civil and deficiency measures 
have not even been sent over from the 
house. 

These indications lead many senators 
to believe that President Wilson will 
find some of the great government de- 
partments unprovided for March 5, and 
that he will be forced to call an extra 
session to give them funds. The first 


real test, however, on whether there is 
to be an out-and-out attempt to beat
